Immediately after the large 
Australian filly *Wiggle II trounced an 
excellent field in the Arlington Matron, 
owner K. D. (Bill) Godby announced 
she would tackle Round Table in the Ar- 
lington Handicap on August 22. Since the 
brown daughter of Rego—Sweet Nymph. 
by Beau Port, won’t turn 4 until October 
15, this will be a large order. However. 
*Wiggle II is an exceptional filly. 

On the Monday following the Matron 
several persons were gathered a few feet 
from * Wiggle II’s stall: Godby, 49, a short, 
stout Australian who is responsible for the 
filly being in the U. S.; C. C. (Rabbit) 
Calvin, the filly’s trainer; John Gerber. 
Houston, Tex., business associate of Daniel 
Kaim; and a couple of newspapermen. To 
avoid red tape in getting *Wiggle II into 
the U. S. Godby had leased her for 15 
months to Kaim and Fred D. Calvin 
(Rabbit’s brother). who currently is in 
Sydney, Australia, where he’s a representa- 
tive of Columbia Pictures and also has 
television interests. The lease, with an 
option to renew for 12 months. expires 
August 1. 1960. 

Future plans for *Wiggle II? 

“Mr. Kaim said to go where the big 
purses are.” said Gerber, “but of course 
that’s up to Rabbit. Understand I have 
nothing to do with this horse.” 

“We'll see what happens Saturday,” 
Calvin said. “Can’t do anything but try 
her against Round Table. We'll try and 
get stalls at Garden State. and we're defi- 
nitely going after the Vineland. That’s on 
November 11. We might consider an invi- 
tation to the United Nations Handicap. 
if everything turns out well. Then we'll 
fly her to Bay Meadows. We have a sort 
of obligation to go there, but we’re aiming 
primarily at Santa Anita racing this win- 
ter.” 


“Best in 20 Years” 


How good a filly is *Wiggle II? 

“She’s the best filly in Australia in about 
the past 20 years.” Godby said. “How 
many did she win? Now you got me. As 
a 2-year-old she won the biggest sprint 
race in Australia, the 7-furlong Strad- 
broke Handicap for all ages. She carried 
now... let me see... 104 pounds. They 
weighted her at 145 pounds as-a 2-year-old, 
but I wouldn’t run her. After that they 
weighted her too high against her own 
kind so I ran her mostly against older 
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horses in open competition. No really big 
purses there, that’s why she’s here.” 


“Was her dam a good mare? No, no, 
mediocre. That’s how I got *Wiggle so 
cheap. That’s how she raced in Australia, 
you know, just plain *Wiggle. After I 
come to this country they tacked on the 
other part of it. How’d she get her name? 
From Marilyn Monroe. The filly’s really 
got a wiggle when she walks. The boys 
called her Marilyn in Australia. Paid 360 
guineas for her at the Sydney Easter 
yearling sales. That’s $720, real cheap. 
This was Rego’s first get, and he was just 
a mediocre race horse. The filly’s dam 
died the other day I just heard. Don’t 
know what happened. *Wiggle II was 
her second foal. Her first foal was no 
good, but it wasn’t by Rego. The third 
foal is Mainrego, which is a brother of 
*Wiggle II. He’s won his last 3 races 
and he’s a Derby possibility.” 

“She’s a freak.” said Rabbit Calvin. 
“What I mean . .. I mean horses just 
don’t run that fast.”

“The first time I breezed her,” continued 
Calvin. “she worked from the gate. This 
was at Arlington, about 5 weeks after 


she arrived from Australia. I told Steve 
Brooks to go three-eighths and pull up a 
half. Later I asked him, ‘How fast did she 
go, Steve?’ ‘Oh, about 36.’ ‘How much bet- 
ter could you have done?’ ‘About 3 sec- 
onds.’ He almost died when I told him 
she’d gone 34 and 46. 


“Until she got to this country she never 
galloped on dirt,” Godby said. “She’s a 
natural dirt runner. She can handle 
grass, we all know that.” 

Her disposition and size? 

“She slept from 2 to 3:30 last Satur- 
day,” Gerber said. 

“She'll kick and bite,” said Calvin, 
“goes right back to *Nasrullah, but she’s 
lovely to train. Look at her. She’s got a 
*Nasrullah head if I ever saw one. She 
is 16:2 hands, maybe a little more, and 
weighs 1.100 pounds. She’s a good-sized 
mare all right. Big hind quarters and high 
withers, and she wiggles like Bill said. 
She’s a good doer, eats 12 quarts of oats 
and more if you'd give it to her. Had 
a little trouble when she got here.” 

“Everything happened to her,” Godby 
said. “She got a cold at Washington Park 
and then she started coughing. She hurt 
her near fore ankle playing in the stall, 
and when she got here she hurt her 
hird ankle.” 


Slow Boat From Sydney 


*Wiggle II arrived at Portland, Oregon. 
on May 21 after a 21-day boat ride from 
Australia. “It was a Norwegian cargo 
ship.” Godby revealed. “No horse ever 
shipped better. No I wasn’t with her, I

came by plane. We rested her a week at 
a farm near Portland. a lovely place 
owned by Frank Riley, and then we van- 
ned her to Washington Park.

*Wiggle II’s U. S. debut was at Arling- 
ton Park on July 29. when she faced Al- 
hambra and other speedsters in the 514- 
furlong Meadowland Handicap on the 
grass. Charley McLennan had given her a 
respectful 115 pounds, compared to 123 on 
Alhambra and 122 on Golden Notes, both 
4-year-olds. Although forced wide by Ben- 
edicto almost a half-mile, *Wiggle II man- 
aged to reach second between calls near 
the bend, then finished seventh behind 
Alhambra. On August 7 * Wiggle II (108) 
raced on the dirt for the first time and 
handed Honeys Gem (120) a two-length 
defeat at one mile in a $10,000 overnight 
run in 1:3724 on a_ slow track. 

The track was muddy for the Matron 
and *Wiggle II (116) at 14-5 was a slight 
choice over Bornastar (122) at 7-2. 

For a big mare, *Wiggle II moves with 
agility and quickness. In a 9-furlong race 
at 9-furlong Arlington Park the first turn 
isn’t far away. A horse on the outside can 
lose considerable ground in a hurry, and 
*Wiggle II came from the No. 12 stall. 
Young Dick Barnett. getting her off alertly. 
quickly moved her inside, and she settled 
behind A Glitter (116). which had broken 
from nearest the rail. For more than a 
half-mile, *Wiggle Il dogged A Glitter’s 
footsteps. “I could see A Glitter going out 
on the turn,” Barnett said later, “so I took 
back and went inside of her. That other 
horse (Honeys Gem) got within a length 
of me at the eighth-pole, but I reached 
down and hit my filly once and she won 
easily.” 


Honeys Gem (118) finished second, 3 
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Neil S. McCarthy’s 3-year-old colt *Ole Fols, by *Tudor Minstrel, turned back older sprinters in the 6-furlong Bing Crosby 


(7) was second, 1% lengths behind the winner, and Silky Sullivan was third.

A Book in a Box? 


The Illinois Racing Commission last 
week ruled off owner Daniel Freeman for 
conducting a bookmaking operation from 
his box at Arlington Park. Freeman. 
a part owner of the Checkerboard Stable. 
was arrested at Arlington Park on July 
15, along with John Cannata, Robert 
Thorp, and Simon Olshansky. All were 
cited to appear in court on August 19 
to face charges of violating an Illinois 
law which prohibits bookmaking. 

Freeman failed to attend the Racing 
Board hearing. The board made its de- 
cision after hearing testimony from 
Peter J. McGuire. chief investigator for 
the attorney general’s office; Lawrence 
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Weir. McGuire’s assistant; and Robert 
A. Frink, agent in charge of the 
Thoroughbred Racing Protective Bureau’s 
Chicago office. Frink told the board that 
Freeman had admitted orally that the 
4 men had been booking bets~at Wash- 
ington and Arlington Park since early 
May. but he said the accused man re- 
fused to sign a confession.

More Time for Horses 


Det Mar. Ellwood (Pie Man) Johnston, 
a man who parlayed a second-hand de- 
livery truck into 6 ranches, 100 Thorough- 
breds, and one of California’s strongest 
racing stables. has sold his business, the 
Johnston Pie Company. which he_ built 
into a $5-million-a-year concern. The Pie 
Man will remain with the company that 
bought him out in an advisory capacity 
for 2 years and then “I’m going to devote 
my time to real estate and horses.” he 
said. 

“You can buy property anywhere in 
Southern California.” he insists. ‘“‘any- 
where at all, then just wait until the pop- 
ulation gets out there to you. In cities 
that are not growing you might have to 
be a genius to make money. But in South- 
ern California, all you have to do is DO 
something. Do anything. The property 
will make money for you while you sleep.” 

The Pie Man may be right. because he 
always has succeeded in everything he 
tried. When he was a kid he owned a 
truck and was delivering pies for a baker. 
He offered to put the name of the bakery 
on his truck to brighten things up and 
advertise the business if the baker would 
buy the paint. 

“Why should I buy paint for your 
truck?” the baker retorted. “If you want 
to paint your truck, buy the paint your- 
self.” 


Johnston did, and he put his own name 
on the truck. That was the first step; the 
next, after he had built up his business, 
was to open his own bakery in Eagle 


Rock. 

His company was the first to put its 
name on pie tins. Four years ago he began 
to offer frozen pies, and business and 
volume zoomed again. His company _be- 
came the biggest maker of large-size pies 
in the world. 

Johnston’s success in racing has been 
almost as spectacular. In 1939, The Pie 
Man purchased his first Thoroughbred, 
the distance runner *English Harry. an 
old favorite with Santa Anita fans. His 
outstanding horses have been Ruth Lily. 
a small filly noted for her magnificent 
courage; Lloyd Pan, *The Pie King, Iron 
Maiden, and Nurse o’ War. His 6 ranches 
comprise just under 500 acres, but only 
2 are devoted to raising horses. 

He has 40 mares, 16 yearlings, 22 wean- 
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lings and 4 sires—*The Pie King. Turk’s 
Delight. *Oceanus II and Conjure. He 
also owns shares in *Indiazn Hemp. Ad- 
miral Drake, Lodge Night, My Host, 
Bernwood and Golden Abbey. Like his 
business, his racing stable has never lost 
money. 

Ellwood, his partner, Ted Tepper. and 
their close friend and stable agent. Mar- 
vin Root, figured the other day that in 
the past 10 years their farms have pro- 
duced 130 Thoroughbreds and that only 
6 have failed to win at the races. 

Johnston’s pet breeding theory is to 
mate speed mares with sires of stamina. 
He has 19 mares which ran 6 furlongs in 
1:10 or better during their racing careers. 

The art of training a race horse is 
“strictly an application of common sense.” 
said Johnston. “The only secret about 
winning races is to know where to run 
your horse. The trainers who win races

are those who run a $10,000 horse for 
$7,500.” 

Johnston’s fabulous ability to succeed 
even extends to his betting. He has bet 
on every race, every day, for years and 
figures he’s ahead of the game, which 
makes him a rare man indeed. His method 
is to look for horses which had trouble 
in previous starts. If he sees a horse shut 
off or bumped on something otherwise 
hindered, Johnston bets him the next time 
he goes to the post. 

Ellwood has known his charming wile 
Betty ever since they were 13, and he 
delivered pies to a shop run by her aunt. 
“She says I raised her,” Johnston tells 
friends. 

A few years ago they went to Europe 
and Johnston’s luck was so fabulous at 
the races in England and Ireland that he 


won enough to pay for their trip. Nothing 
succeeds like success!

Fire at Saratoga 


Fire destroyed a feed barn at Saratoga 
during the final session of the yearling 
sales on Friday night, August 14. The 
session was half completed when the feed 
barn, located about 75 feet from the sales 
arena. burst into flame. 

Damage to the barn and its contents was 
estimated at more than $100,000. No 
horses were stabled in the barn, and all 
but one of the many cars parked nearby 
were saved. A 1958 Cadillac owned by 
breeder-trainer Colin MacLeod Jr. was a 
complete loss. 

Local authorities said it was the fourth 
major fire at the same feed barn in recent 
years, the first to occur during a racing 
season. No other barns in the area were 
damaged, and the yearling auctions re- 
sumed after a 17-minute delay. 


OBITUARY 


W. W. Naylor 


William Wallace (Tiny) Naylor, owner 
of a large string of restaurants in Cali- 
fornia for many years and one of Cali- 
fornia’s most successful Thoroughbred 
breeders from 1945 until his retirement 
in 1955, died on Monday evening, August 
17. Mr. Naylor, who had suffered several 
heart attacks during the last 5 years, was 
stricken while attending the dispersal of 
Mrs. Ann Peppers’ Merryman Farm stock 
at Del Mar race track. He was rushed to 
nearby Scripps Memorial Hospital, but 
was dead upon arrival. 

Just a few moments before he died Mr. 
Naylor had bought a 4-year-old filly for 
$18.500. He suffered his attack before he 
signed the sales slip, and the filly later 
was resold, for the same price, to Tom 
Ross. 

A native of Iowa, Mr. Taylor left home 
at the age of 13, and for the next 4 years 
he traveled throughout western United 
States and Canada, earning his living as 
a harvest worker. At the age of 17 he 
bought a half-interest in a candy store at 
What Cheer, Iowa, and 4 years later he 
sold out to come to California shortly be- 
fore World War I. 

In later years Mr. Naylor said he ar- 
rived in California with $2.25. He did not 
need many months to increase his bank 
account. He acquired the concession to 
make candy and ice cream at Camp 
Curry, and he later branched out into 
service stations. The first Naylor empire 
was in the vicinity of Fresnc, but he soon 
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branched out to San Francisco, where he 
increased his fortune by opening a chain 
of short-order restaurants. 


It was during his years in San Fran- 
cisco that Mr. Naylor first became inter- 
ested in Thoroughbreds. His first runner 
was the claimer Miscreant, which he raced 
at Bay Meadows in 1938. He operated a 
small stable at the California tracks and 
at Caliente for several years, then entered 
the business on a large scale in the mid- 
1940’s, when he moved to Los Angeles. 


At the time he came to Los Angeles 
Mr. Naylor said he planned to retire from 
the restaurant business, but he soon was 
more active than ever before. He built 
one of the city’s most lavish restaurants, 
the House of Naylor, and in partnership 
with jockey Eddie Arcaro opened another 
large restaurant. He also established one 
of the largest chains of drive-in restaurants 
in the area. 

His first Thoroughbred farm was the 
Orange Blossom Ranch at Ontario, Calif., 
which he sold to Rex Ellsworth in 1947. 
He then bought a farm in the San Fer- 
nando Valley, where he stood the stallion 
*King’s Abbey, which he had purchased 
from Louis B. Mayer while the son of 
King Salmon was still racing. By 1951 
Naylor’s Thoroughbred holdings had out- 
grown the San Fernando Valley farm, and 
he purchased a 650-acre farm at Riverside, 
Calif., on which he spent hundreds of 
thousands of dollars to develop one of 
the most lavish horse farms in the West. 

By 1952 Mr. Naylor had reduced his 
racing stable to a few head, and he began 
to offer almost all of his young stock at 
public auction. He quickly became one of 
the most successful breeders in the state. 
and from 1950 until through 1955 he bred 
9 stakes winners—Golden Abbey, Milla’s 
Abbey, Scarlet Abbey, All Abbey, Catch 
Patch, Gaelic Gold, Stone Free, Swirling 
Abbey, and Kenneth N. He also bred Blue 
Trumpeter, which placed in 11 stakes and 
earned $120,912. Of this group only Gold- 
en Abbey, which he raced in partnership 
with Dewey Burden’s Owl Stable. perform- 
ed in the Naybor colors. 

The only other stakes winner which Mr. 
Naylor raced was the 1949 Haggin win- 
ner Prince Abbey, which he owned in 
partnership with John J. Elmore. He 
bought The Dude as a yearling, but lost 
him in a $4,000 claiming race a few 
months before the colt shocked the Turf 
world by beating Assault in the Arlington 
Classic. 

Mr. Naylor at one time owned both 
Iron Maiden, dam of Iron Liege, and Iron 
Reward, dam of Swaps. He bought Iron 
Maiden after her racing career and bred 
Iron Reward, her first foal. He later sold 
Iron Maiden to E. B. Johnston, who re- 
sold her to Calumet Farm, and he sold 
Iron Reward to Rex Ellsworth as a year- 
ling. 

In 1955, 2 years after he suffered his 
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first heart attack, Mr. Naylor sold his farm 
at Riverside, for a reported $1,100,000 to 
C. H. Jones and Sons, and dispersed his 
breeding stock at auction, selling 37 
broodmares for $311,800, average $8,427. 
His 15 yearlings, which grossed only 
$41,000, included Stone Free. All Abbey, 
Swirling Abbey, and Gaelic Gold. 

Mr. Naylor’s health continued to fail, 
and for some time before his death he had

been confined to a wheel chair. He con- 
tinued to take an active interest in racing, 
however, regularly attending race meet- 
ings and sales in southern California. 


STUD NEWS 


Vertex Goes to Danada 


Vertex. which was retired after he 
fractured a sesamoid bone in his left 
fore leg in the Camden Handicap on 
May 23. will enter the stud in 1960 at 
Mr. and Mrs. Daniel F. Rice’s Danada 
Farm, Lexington. Owned by Frank A. 
Piarulli and Joseph J. Brunetti, Vertex 
will stand for a fee of $1,500 for a live 
foal. 

The 5-year-old son of The Rhymer— 
Kanace, by Case Ace, was bred by 
Piarulli, for whom he raced at 2 and 
3. Early in the horse’s 4-year-old season 
Piarulli sold a half-interest to Brunetti. 

Injuries limited Vertex’s campaign to 
25 starts in 4 seasons, but he proved him- 
self one of the best runners in his 
crop. winning 17 races and earning 
$453,424. His added-money victories in- 
cluded the Choice Stakes and _ Board- 
walk Handicap at 3, the Trenton and Idle- 
wild Handicaps at 4, and the Gulf- 
stream Park, John B. Campbell Memor- 
ial, Grey Lag. and Camden Handicaps 


at 5. He also won the 1958 Pimlico 
Special. This year he carried top weight 
in all his handicap victories, his assign. 
ments ranging from 125 pounds in the 
Gulfstream Park to 131 pounds in the 
Camden. 

Kanace, a daughter of the good 
winner Kanlast. by *Kantar, won 4 of 
16 starts in 2 seasons and_ earned 
$10,325. She has had one other foal to 
race, the winner Appia. 


Hancock to Perry 


W. Haggin Perry last week announced 
that he had purchased one-half interest 
in all foals of Claiborne Farm for the 
next 3 years and had an option to continue 
the arrangement for an _ additional 2 
years. 

According to the agreement, which will 
include the produce of about 30 mares, 
Perry and A. B. Hancock Jr., Claiborne 
owner, each will continue to maintain a 
racing stable. From each crop Perry and 
Hancock will alternate in selecting a foal 
until the entire crop is divided. All money 
earned by horses covered by the agree- 
ment will go into a joint fund, to be 
divided equally between the 2 owners. 

Perry said, “Naturally, I’m extremely 
happy. I can’t think of any other way a 
man like myself, with very few mares, 
could hope to obtain stock of this quality. 
It’s certainly better than going into the 
yearling market with any amount of 
money, because horses of the Hancocks’ 
breeding, top and bottom, are rarely found 
at auction. And, of course, these will not 
be youngsters that have been fattened for 
the market.” 

Perry has raced a small stable for a 
number of years, his best runner to date 
being the good mare Alanesian. He also 
had the stakes winner Trying. 


Repeat 


The French stallion Deux pour Cent, 
sire of the noted runner Tantieme in his 
first crop (1947), was exported to Czecho- 
slovakia in 1954, and in his first season 
there got a colt named Cent. which this 
year won the Czechoslovakian Derby. 


Gallorette Dies 


Mrs. Marie A. Moore’s Gallorette. best 
race mare in the history of the American 
Turf, according to polls of the American 
Trainers Association, died at High Hope 
Farm in Virginia on Tuesday, August 
11, at the age of 17. Cause of death 
was blood poisoning. 

Bred by Preston Burch, Gallorette, 
1942, *Challenger I]—Gallette. by *Sir 
Gallahad III, raced for the late Wil- 
liam L. Brann, for whom she earned 
$445.535 in 5 seasons. Second in the 
Maryland Futurity and third in the 
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Selima Stakes at 2, she won the Pimlico 
and Delaware Oaks and Acorn and Em- 
pire City Stakes at 3, the Metropolitan, 
Brooklyn, Bay Shore, and Beldame 
Handicaps at 4, the Queens County 
Handicap and Wilson Stakes at 5, and 
the Carter Handicap and Wilson and 
Whitney Stakes at 6. She placed in 25 
other stakes. Nine of her 13 stakes vic- 
tories, and 19 of her 25 second and 
third placings were achieved in com- 
petition against males. 


Mrs. Moore said she bought Gallorette 
in 1948. “for more than $100,000.” The 
mare produced 7 foals for her, including 
a 1959 colt by Your Host. Only winner 
to date among her produce is the good 
mare Mlle. Lorette, winner of the 1954 
Gallorette Stakes at Pimlico. Two other 
foals, the fillies Gallamoud and Galla 
Vista were unraced, and the filly Cor- 
onette and the colt Royal Gaunlet were 
unplaced. The mare’s 2-year-old, Cour- 
bette, a Native Dancer filly, is in England. 


Gallorette was a sister to Galladare 
(dam of Martyr) and Gallita (dam of 
Nadir). 


All Blue to Be Syndicated 


John J. Elmore announced this week 
that the 12-year-old stallion All Blue, 
which he stands at Rancho San Clemente. 
San Clemente. Calif.. would be syndicated 
before the 1960 breeding season. Elmore 
said he would retain 20 shares and would 
offer 10 shares for sale. 


By Bull Lea—Blue Delight. by Blue 
Larkspur, All Blue won the 1951 San 
Antonio Handicap, placed in 4 other 
stakes, and earned $93,710. He has sired 
Blue Vic, one of the best 2-year-old fillies 
in California in 1956, and Echoic, win- 
ner of the Hollywood Lassie Stakes this 
year. 


Correlation Moved 


Correlation, which recently completed 
his second season at stud, will make the 
1960 season at Grant Dorland’s Roseland 
Farm, Ocala, Fla. The horse. which is 
owned by a syndicate which Dorland man- 
ages, has been standing at Bonnie Heath’s 
farm at Ocala. Dorland said the 8-year- 
old son of Free America had served 25 
mares each of his first 2 seasons and had 
gotten 20 mares in foal each year.

Saratoga's Booming Colt Market 


The Saratoga yearling market took its 
biggest jump in years in 1959, the $11.145 
average being 28.5 per cent above the 
1958 figure of $8.671. The over-all aver- 
age fell slightly short of the record of 
$11.400, set in 1957, but the 1957 auctions 
were the peak of a steadily rising market 
—$7.931 in 1954, $9,374 in 1955, and 
$10,132 in 1956. 


There appeared to be 2 reasons for the 
sensational gain—a_ stronger catalogue 
than a year ago and a willingness upon 
the part of buyers to pay very high prices 
for outstanding individuals. Last year 6 
colts sold for $30,000 or more, 10 fillies 
for $20,000 or more; this year the figures 
were 16 colts and 12 fillies. These totals 
indicate 2 ways in which Saratoga differed 
from Keeneland, which also had a boom- 
ing market. At Saratoga the gain was 
almost all at the top; the middle and 
lower ranges were close to the 1958 mar- 
ket. At Keeneland the increase was spread 
fairly evenly from top to bottom. At Sara- 
toga almost all of the increase was due to 
a greater demand for colts; at Keeneland 
the fillies showed a gain almost 4 times 
as great as the colts. 

This year at Saratoga colts sold for 
$80,000, $58.000, $51,000 (3 head). and 
$47,000. Last year the top price was 
$41,000. If the 6 highest-priced colts of 
1959 were excluded, there still were more 
offerings above $30,000 than in 1958. 

Last year at Saratoga 149 colts aver- 
aged $9,493; this year 140 colts averaged 
$13.618, an increase of 43.5 per cent. The 
fillies, however, were up only 8.8 per cent

Among the yearlings offered at auction at 
Sydney, Australia, in the spring of 1957 (when 
the youngsters were 2-year-olds by northern hemis- 
phere time) was a filly by Rego—Sweet Nymph, 
bred and consigned by Carl Powell. Rego, a son 
of *Nasrullah, was a moderate runner in England, 
where he won 3 races at 3 and 4 and earned 
£1,1463%4, and the filly was from his first crop. 
Sweet Nymph. unplaced in her only 4 starts, had 
no distinguished relatives in her immediate fam- 
ily, and her filly went to K. D. Godby for 360 
guineas. 

Named Wiggle—the name was contributed by 
Mrs. Godby, who said, “She walks with a wiggle, 
just like Marilyn Monroe”—the filly quickly 
proved herself an outstanding runner. She won 5 
of her first 7 starts, including the rich Champagne 
Stakes at the Randwick Easter meeting, then cli- 
maxed her 2-year-old campaign with a victory 
over the best sprinters in Australia in the 7-furlong 
Stradbroke Handicap at Brisbane. It was the first 
time since 1899 that a 2-year-old filly had taken 
the Stradbroke, one of the 2 richest sprints in 
Australia. Wiggle became the first filly ever to 
head the Free Handicap in Australian Free Hand- 
icap, receiving 13] pounds, 2 more pounds than 
Misting and 3 above Man of Iron, best colts of 
their generation at 2. 

During the first half of her 3-year-old season, 
the last 5 months of 1958, Wiggle passed up the 
longer classics because Godby felt that her limit 
was about a mile. She won the Caulfield Guineas 
and finished second in the One Thousand Guineas 
and Sandown Guineas. Against males she won the 
Hobartsville, Linlithgow, and Edward Manifold 
Stakes and finished third in the Warwick Stakes. 
Early this year Wiggle began to tackle the 
longer distances, and she won 3 good races at 
1% miles—the Queen’s Plate and the S. W. Kewney 
and Alister Clark Stakes. In the Queen’s Plate she 
turned back Prince Darius, and in the Alister 
Clark she beat Webster and But Beautiful. Also 
this year she won the one-mile C. M. Lloyd 
Stakes and finished second in the C. F. Orr 
Stakes and the Princess Handicap, both at 7 
furlongs. 

This spring Godby concluded an agreement with 
Fred D. Calvin, an American 
executive who is stationed in 
Wiggle for racing in North America. (Calvin later 
sold half of the Jease to Daniel Kaim, of Houston, 
a business associate.) The filly was shipped te 
the U. S. late in April and docked in Portland, 
Oregon, early in May. Now * Wiggle II, she was van- 
ned to Chicago, where she made her first start in 
the Meadowland Handicap on July 29, finishing 
seventh to Alhambra. One week later she scored an 
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Sydney, to lease 
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easy victory over Honeys Gem, Nushie, and Milly 
K. at one mile, and on August 15 she was a 
28-10 favorite for the Arlington Matron Handicap. 


A Glitter set the pace, with *Wiggle II second, 
never more than 1% lengths back. Approaching 
the far turn A Glitter tried to run out, and *Wiggle 
II moved through on the rail to take the lead. The 
Australian filly quickly opened a 3-length margin, 
which she held to the finish. 

Trainer C. C. (Rabbit) Calvin, *Wiggle II’s 
trainer and Fred’s brother, said the filly would 
make her next start in the 1;%-mile Arlington 
Handicap, which also is expected to attract Round 
Table.

The durable gelding Tick Tock was a 9-5 choice 
for the American Legion Handicap despite conces- 
sions of from 8 to 18 pounds. He was close to 
the pace throughout, but in the last furlong he 
was no match for Tom Thumb, which was receiv- 
ing 16 pounds. Well back for 3 furlongs, Tom 
Thumb moved up swiftly on the stretch turn, took 
command near the eighth-pole, and drew out to 
score by 7 lengths. Sixth choice in the field of 
10, he paid $23.30. 

Time for the 7 furlongs was 1:224%, which 
trimmed one-fifth second from the mark set by 
Sport Page in 1950. It was the second track record 
at Saratoga in 3 days; on August 12 Middle 
Brother set a new mark for 1% miles. 

Foaled May 18, 1955, at C. V. Whitney’s farm, 
Lexington, Tom Thumb was the third foal of the 
good race mare Mother. Trainer S. E. Veitch said 
the colt showed great promise in the morning, but 
that he often sulked in the afternoon. In October, 
1958, after his 3-year-old season was completed, 
Tom Thumb was sold to Mrs. Edward S. Moore, 
who had him gelded before returning him to 


competition at Gulfstream Park in March, 1959.

During the first week of the Saratoga meeting 
races were being run from 3 to 6 seconds slower 
than track records, as horses struggled through 
the deepest going in the country. On Sunday, 
August 9, after consultation with the J. Stephen 
Watkins engineering firm, of Lexington, which had 
rebuilt the Saratoga strip during the last year, 
the cushion was restored to the previously recom- 
mended depth of about 3 inches. On Monday, 
August 10, Tempted ran a mile in 1:36, three- 
fifths of a second slower than Gallorette’s track 
record, and 2 days later, in the first running of 
the Bernard Baruch Stakes, the first track record 
of the meeting was set. 

The top-weighted Bagdad was a slight favorite 
for the Baruch at 6-5, followed by Middle Brother 


at 135-100. The favorite set the pace, with Nimmer 
alongside for 6 furlongs and Middle Brother third, 
from 2 to 3 lengths back. Middle Brother made 
his move in the stretch, and he was at Bagdad’s 
throat at the eighth-pole. The leader held on well, 
but Middle Brother was the stronger at the finish, 
scoring by a neck. 

Time for the 1% miles was 1:49, cutting four- 
fifths of a second from the mark set by Dedicate 
in 1956. Fractions were :2436, :48, 1:1136, and 
1:36%. 

Foaled April 2, 1956, at E. Barry Ryan’s Nor- 
mandy Farm, Lexington, Middle Brother is the 
third foal of the good runner Alablue, the second 
bred by Ryan, who bought Alablue for $37,000 
at a dispersal of the Mill River Stable in Septem- 
ber, 1952. The mare’s first foal for Ryan was the 
high-class Alanesian, sold privately to William 
Haggin Perry. 

Winner of a maiden race at Keeneland last 
year, Middle Brother was twice first and 3 times 
second in 6 races at Jamaica and Belmont Park 
this year, then made his first stakes attempt in 
the Saranac Handicap on July 11, in which he 
was sixth to Mail Order. Two weeks later he ran 
the best race of his career, finishing a head _be- 
hind Waltz in the Dwyer Stakes, run in_ track- 
record time. The Baruch was his first effort at 
Saratoga. 

Middle Brother is the 13th stakes winner sired 
by Hill Prince, which stands at Claiborne Farm, 
Paris, Ky., the third this year. Alablue has a 
yearling filly by Nashua and a suckling filly by 
Dedicate and was covered this year by *Prince- 
quillo.

There was one new wrinkle in the sales 
procedure at Saratoga, but its effect upon 
the market was hard to evaluate. This was 
the practice of announcing that certain 
consignors were selling “without reserve.” 
A few consignors grumbled that the pro- 
cedure. which was not announced until 
the day before the auctions opened on 
Monday, August 10. was instituted with 
too little notice. a complaint that appeared 
valid since the conditions of sale which 
appeared in the catalogue noted, “The 
right to bid is reserved for all sellers in 
this sale unless otherwise announced.” 

Reason for the sudden effort to protect 
buyers evidently was a fear by Fasig-Tip. 
ton officials that the Saratoga market 
might be hit by a backwash of a by. 
bidding dispute which occurred at Keene- 
land. In recent years only a small per- 
centage of the yearlings offered at the 
summer auctions have gone back home; 
the figure at Saratoga this summer might 
have been slightly lower than in 1958 but 
it was not zero. 

A. G. Robertson, agent, buying for Maj. 
Albert Warner, Daniel G. Arnstein, and 
David Shaer. was the leading buyer, taking 
10 head for $139,400. Morven Stud and 
Egern Farm led all consignors with an 
average of $28,625 for 4 head, and *Turn- 
to led the sires represented with 3 or 
more head.

It was a strong field. Debut, third in 
the Poule d’Essai des Poulains, was 
fourth, and among the unplaced were the 
Eclipse Stakes second, Javelot, and the 
Union Rennen winner.

The 3-year-old filly Ambition, fifth 
in the Prix de Diane, was expected to 
get her first victory in the 15<-mile 
Grand Prix de la Ville de Vichy. but 
she finished a moderate fourth. Victory 
went to the local colt Wolfran (Fast 
Fox—Whallali, by Adrar), already win- 
ner of 4 races in the south of France. 
Second, beaten 2% lengths, was the 
Parisian 4-year-old Bel Baraka (Worden 
—Fleur des Neiges, by *Norseman). 

The 5-furlong Prix Yacowlef at Deau- 
ville always draws a good field of 2- 
year-olds. It was won by a colt, Premier 
Consul (Borealis—Plouvien, by Chateau 


Bouscaut), which was followed, at 1% 
lengths, by 4 fillies, separated by less 
than a length: Notch (Sica Boy—Plante
